Car drivers who break the law are a negligible crowd who all have the same 
excuses, John H, Pratt, of the Department of Motor Vehicles, told a funcheon meeting 
of the California Safety Council at the Biltmore Hotel. 

Pratt outlined the Drivers Clinic, begun by the department. to study causes of 
Traffic aceidents, Negligent drivers, he said usually offer one of the following excuses: 

“They pick on me and let the others go!” 

“Cops must keep up their quotas or lose their jobs! 

“It was the other fellow’s fault!” 

“In thousands of miles of driving, ’m bound to get a few citations!” 

Habitual violators, he said, have an accident ratio far above that of the narmal 
driver. 

Making excuses is a very ancient habit. The Lord Jesus relates the following 
incident ; : 

“A certain nan made a great supper, and bade many; and sent ‘his servant at 
supper time to say to them that were bidden, Come, for all things are now ready. 
And they all with one consent began to make excuse. 

“The first said unto him, | have bought a picce of ground, and I must needs go 
and see it, | pray thee have me excused, 

“And another said, | have bought five yoke of oxen, and | go to prove them: 
{ pray thee have me excused. 

“And another said, | have marricd a wife, and therefore 1 cannot come.” (Luke 
14:16-20) 

Excuses deceive some people, but not experienced lawyers, judges, hosts and 
hostesses—much less the liying and true God! 

Ilimsy excuses—not real reasons—are given by many today for their indifference 
to and neglect of the Savior’s invitation: “Come unto Me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” (Matthew 11:28) 

“Too old,” “too young,” too bad,” “too busy,” “too ignoraut,” “too poor,” and 
“too hopeless,” are only excuses; for “Whosever will’ may coiye. 


The Savior mentioned the real reason. when: He said: “Ye will not come to Me 
that ye might have life” (John 5:40). Human will is at fault. Man wills to do virtually 
everything but come to the Savior,
